1. Claims 1-10 are allowed.

Claim 1 has been found to be allowable over the prior art of record because the 
prior art fails to teach or suggest a roller press comprising a part of the frame top wall 
assigned to the side flap is arranged for swivelling relative to a head piece by means of 
an articulated joint arranged on the associated head piece, wherein the swivel axis of 
the articulated joint is arranged essentially parallel to the-axes of the rollers, in 
combination with the remaining limitations of the claim.
